reinforced, but again was repulsed, and 
at 4 o clock in the afternoon a bliz­ 
zard and fog greatly hindered artil­ 
lery fire. 
The Japanest continued to 
advance under cover of the fog, but 
our forces held their 
positions, and 
the firing 
subsequently 
slackened. 
The Russian losses were nine killed 
and fifty-seven wounded. 
“On Nov. 26, the Japanese resumed 
the offensive and 
endeavored to en­ 
velope our left flank whilst advancing 
against our center. 
“ I hav«» received no later reports.” 
General Kuropatkin also describes 
the bavonettlng of 
twenty Japanese 
belonging to a patrol during a recon- 
aoissance the night of Nov. 25.

Mukden, Nov. 28.—A terrific storm 
was experienced here on Saturday and 
residents expect a repetition of such 
weather, coincident with typhoons off 
the coast, until March. The tempera­ 
ture now Is below freezing. The in­ 
habitants of leaky huts are in a piti­ 
able condition. 
The war has reached such a phase 
that the interest in small skirmishes 
very slight. Everyone has been 
looking for a big battle, but though 
reinforcements continue to arrive, and 
both sides continue to entrench, a 
general engagement apparently Is as 
far off as ever. No one now dis­ 
cusses the subject. 
A number of commanders are drill­ 
ing their men as in time of peace. 
More interest is expressed here in 
the fate of Port Arthur and its ability 
to hold out against the Japanese than 
in what Is happening at close quar 
ters.There have been the usual small 
skirmishes. Vilimanstrnski’s 
sharp 
shooters took a Japanese advanced po­ 
sition Saturday, driving out the Japa­ 
nese at the point of the bavonet. The 
latter left twenty dead, and the Rus 
sian loss was three. The Japanese 
attacked the Russian 
lines at sev­ 
eral places, taking advantage of 
snow storm on one occasion, but in 
all eases were repulsed. 
The village of Brdago continues to 
he the scene of frequent small fights 
The Japanese made a tentative attack 
there on Nov. 25, but did not at 
tempt to push home the attack in the 
face of Russian artillery fire.

Lansdowne has written a letter to the

Russian 
Statesman 
Discusses Condi­ 
tions in His Country. 
St.. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—One of the 
most commanding figures and far-see­ 
ing statesmen of the empire, whose 
opinion is of the highest value, but 
who has declined to permit the use of 
his name, has expressed the distinct 
conviction that nothing in the nature 
of a radical change in the existing 
order of things would result from the 
zemstvo congress. This statesman, it 
con be stated, is a firm believer in the 
principle of autocracy as the best sys­ 
tem of government for the realization 
of the dreams of the Slav race, and 
what he believes to be the great 
destiny of the most populous nation 
and vastest empire in the world; but 
he has himself in fact favored n liber­ 
al policy and is now too practical 
minded not to appreciate the factors 
which threaten the present regime. 
Still, he does not believe that any­ 
thing like a crisis now confronts the 
government. In his opinion every­ 
thing depends on the war.

General Kuropatkin Describes a Japa 
nese Attack. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—General 
Kuropatkin telegraphs a description 
of a Japanese attack on Nov. 24 
against a Russian detachment near 
Esinkhetehen (Yensienten?) on the 
front, of the left flank. “The fighting, 
General Kuropatkin says, “was fierce 
almost amounting to a bayonet en 
gagement; but the enemy were every 
where repulsed and suffered severely 
The attack was renewed the following 
morning, the Japanese having been 
reinforced, but again was repulsed, and 
at 4 o clock in the afternoon a bliz­ 
zard and fog greatly hindered artil­ 
lery fire. The Japanest continued to 
advance under cover of the fog, but 
our forces held their positions, and 
the firing 
subsequently 
slackened. 
The Russian losses were nine killed 
and fifty-seven wounded. 
“On Nov. 26, the Japanese resumed 
the offensive and endeavored to en­ 
velope oitr left flank whilst advancing 
against our center. 
“I have received no later reports.” 
General Kuropatkin also describes 
the bayonetting of twenty Japanese 
belonging to a patrol during a recon- 
noissance the night of Nov. 25.

St. Louis, Nov. 28.—In sharp con­ 
trast with the strenuous experience of 
Saturday, when a hurricane effort was 
made to view the mammoth Louisiana 
Purchase exposition in nine hours, 
President Roosevelt’s time Sunday was 
passed quietly and uneventfully. Rest 
and recuperation from the fatigue of 
Saturday constituted almost the sole 
idea of the president and Mrs. Roose­ 
velt and their immediate party. After 
a late family breakfast at the resi­ 
dence of William H. Thompson, the 
treasurer of the exposition company, 
who entertained the president, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Alice Roosevelt, Sec­ 
retary and Mrs. Loeb and Dr. P. M. 
Rixey, the president and party attend­ 
ed divine services at 11 o’clock 
In the Second Presbyterian church. 
The streets in that vicinity were 
banked with people almost from 
curb to curb. The crowd was handled 
admirably. A considerable crowd as 
sembled also near the Thompson resi­ 
dence. As the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt descended the steps of the 
residence to enter their carriage the 
people 
respectfully uncovered, 
but 
there was no noisy demonstration. 
Roth the president and Mrs. Roose­ 
velt acknowledged the silent saluta­ 
tion of the crowd. 
Careful precautions were taken by 
the officers to insure the personal 
safety of the president. His carriage 
was surrounded by secret service offi­ 
cers and two picked sergeants of the 
Eighth United States cavalry rode 
on each side of the carriage, both go­ 
ing to and returning from the church. 
As the president’s carriage stopped in 
front of the church the crowd cheered 
heartily. Luncheon was served at the 
Thompson residence after the church 
services and the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt received Informally a few 
personal friends. At 4 o’clock, the 
party went tor an extended drive. At 
night the presidential party was en­ 
tertained at dinner by Mr. and Mrs. 
D. R. Francis. 
The special train carrying President 
Roosevelt and his party left the 
world's fair grounds at 12:01 Monday 
morning on its war to Washington.

Bril tunic majesty’s govern­ 
ment and the imperial Russian gov­ 
ernment having agreed to enter into 
an international commission

quiry assembled (onformably to Ar­ 
ticles IX. to XIV. of The Hague con­ 
vention of July 29, 1899, for the pacific 
settleta nt of international disputes, 
the task of elucidating by means of 
an impartial and conscientious inves­ 
tigation the question of fact connected 
with the incident which occurred dur­ 
ing the ni-lit of Oct. 21-22, 1904, in the 
Noith s a (on which occasion the 
firing cl guns on the Russian fleet 
cams d tin. loss of a boat and the death 
of two i (>i . ons belonging to a British 
el, as well as damage to 
of that fleet and injuries 
ws of some of those boats), 
-ending being duly author­ 
ized thereto, have agreed upon the 
following provisions: 
To Ee Composed of Five Members. 
“Article I The international com­ 
mission of inquiry shall be composed 
of five members (commissioners), of 
whom two shill be officers of high 
rank in the British and imperial Rus­ 
sian navies, respectively. The gov­ 
ernments of France and of the* United 
States shall each be requested to se­ 
lect one of their naval officers of high 
rank as a member of the commission. 
The fifth member shall be chosen by 
agreement between the four members 
above mentioned; in the event of no 
agreement being arrived at between 
the four commissioners as to the se­ 
lection of the fifth member of the com­ 
mission, 
his 
imperial 
and 
royal 
majesty the emperor of Austria and 
king of Hungary will be invited to se­ 
lect him. Each of the two high con­ 
tracting parties shall likewise appoint 
a legal assessor to advise the com­ 
missioners, and an agent, officially em­ 
powered to take part in the labors of 
the commission. 
"Article If—The commission shall 
Inquire into and report on all circum­ 
stances relative to the North sea in i- 
dent, and particularly the question as 
to where the responsibility lies and 
the degree of blame attaching to sub­ 
jects of the two high contracting par­ 
ties or to subjects of other countries 
in the event of their responsibility be­ 
ing established by the inquiry. 
“Article III—The commission shall 
setlR *he details of procedure which 
it will follow for the purpose of ac­ 
complishing the task wherewith It has 
been entrusted. 
Agree to Supply the Evidence. 


ing parties undertake to supply the 
commission to the utmost of their 
ability, with all the means and facili­ 
ties necessary in order to enable it to 
acquaint itself thoroughly with and 
appreciate correctly the matters in 
dispute. 
“Article V—The commission shall 
assemble In Paris as soon as possible 
after the signature of this agreement. 
“Article VI—The commission shall 
present its report to the two high con­ 
tracting parties, signed by all the 
members of the commission. 
“Article VII The commission shall 
take nil Its decisions by a majority of 
the votes of the five commissioners. 
“Article VIIT—The two high con­ 
tracting parties undertake 
each to 
bear on reciprocal terms the expenses 
of the Inquiry made by it previous to 
the assembly of the commission, tin* 
expenses incurred by the internation­ 
al commission after the date of its ns- 
semhly in organizing its staff and ton- 
ducting the investigation which it will 
have to make shall be equally shared 
by the two governments. 
“In faith whereof the undersigned 
have signed the present agreement 
(declaration) and affixed their teals 
to It. Done in duplicate at Ft. Peters­ 
burg, Nov. 25. 1904.”
